Third Of Vets 
In California 
From Other States

Almost one third of the esti­ 
mated 1,179,000 demobilized vet­ 
erans In California at the end 
of this year will be immigrants 
from other states, Dr. Samuel 
C. May, director of the Univer­ 
sity of California Bureau of 
Public Administration, predicts.

Dr. May bases his prediction 
on figures obtained for the bu­ 
reau's study on postwar Cali­ 
fornia, correlated with H. S. Ar­ 
my surveys on veterans who 
plan to shift residence.

He finds that 11.9 percent of 
all men in the armed forces 
plan to move to some other sec­ 
tion of the nation. Of these 40 
percent desire to come to the 
western states, he says, adding 
that California will be. host to 
63 percent of this group.

Addition of these 375,000 vet- 
erarts will bring California's to­ 
tal labor force to almost 4,100,- 
000 workers, Dr. May believes.
